Fresh Troubles for War Worn 
Province: Another Enemy

IN TSINGTAO 


Railwaymen’s Hostility to Can- 
tonese Manager: The Tupan 
Fearful of Dismissal 


Tsingtao, Apr. 9. 

An investigation is being conduct- 
ed by Gen. Li Chung-yueh (con- 
currently Manugiig-Director of the 
Kino-Tsi railway) into the causes of 
the recent railway-strike. He is not 
Vikely to get very far with his 
inquiry, as it is understood that the 
Shantungese, who form the great 
majority of ‘the railway employees, 
are strongly opposed to any such 
procedure, 

Gen. Li is charged with failing to 
keep the promises he made when 
the strikers agreed to return to 
work subject to certain conditions. 
One of these, incidentally, was, that 
Gen. Li, who was named for the 
post by’ the Tupan, Gen. Cheng: 
Shih-chi, of Shantung, should hold 
the position temporarily until the 
Ministry of Communications had 
named a new man. 

The Shantungese do not conceal 
the fact they are hostile to Gen. 
Li. This partly arises from the 
fact that he is not native of the 
province but a Cantonese and, 
judging by the events of the past 
two months in railway circles, the 
Shantungese are avowed enemies of 
‘any one who hails from beyond the 
































were big 
changes in the near future in both 
the provincial and railway ad- 


ministrations. Gen. Li is said to 
have tired of his railway post and 
the outspoken hostility of the 
Shantungese, who feel that he is 
working in conjunction with the 
Ministry against their interests. It 
is even said that he has forwarded 
his resignation to the Minister of 
Communications, Mr. Yeh Kung- 
cho, but this is not confirmed, 
The Tupan, Gen. Cheng Shib-chi 
ix sald to have considered his posi 
tion so precarious that he sent a 
representative to Marshal Tuan to 
ask him whether he was consider- 
ing any immediate change in tho 
Tupanship of the province. ‘The 
Chief Executive is reported as 
having answered in the negative 
‘The advocacy of Gen. Cl 
Chung-chang, a native of this pro- 
vineo, for the Tupanship still is as 
strong as ever. Tsinan officials and 
Job-seekers are working together 
With General Chang's staff to bring 
about his accession to the Military 
Governorship. Gen, Chang would be 
Popular in some quarters and un- 
popular in others, It ix admitted 
that his large army would place a 
burden on Shantung that would be 
unusually heavy, The taxpayers are 
none too favourable toward the 
Fengtien commander for this 
reason.—Reuter's Pacific Service.

Waterworks Issue 


‘The annval meeting of rate- 
‘payers, which took place on Wedn 
‘day afternoon in the Town Hall, pas: 

The total number of 
voters present was only 399, these 
representing 622 votes.

are now being sold to the Chinese,

[course of a few years form a greater 
menace than even the use of the 
regular narcotics.

TRAGIC FAREWELL 
ON STEAMER 


Prominent Chihli Officer Shot 
on Parting from Friend 
at Shanghai 


Another casé has te be added 
to the long list of politieal assas- 
sinations which have oceurred in 
Shanghai, the vietim being Yang 
Ti-tsong, commander of a Di 
of men ‘in Fukien provinee and a 
prominent member of the 
party.

Chinese Insanitary Condition 


Dr. W. S, New in his address re- 
marked, “The foreigner often’ 
wonders why all the Chinese people 
do not die in view of the insanitary 
conditions prevailing. But it is a 
fact that despite the lack of sanit 
tion the Chinese people continue to 
live in considerable numbers and a. 
considerable proportion of them 
manage to reach a considerable 
before they die. The reason for 
this ix that the Chinese take cor- 
tain precautions naturally, such as 
the drinking of tea which must be 
made from boiled water and the 
eating of cooked foods.” 

He went on to say that modern 
western civilization such as trans- 
portation is bringing health pro- 
blems to China owing to the spread 
of diseases through travel. Where 
formerly the Chinese people did 
Tittle travelling, now they travel a 
great deal and this has the effect 
of spreading diseases which pre- 





























the calm philosophical outlook on 
life which all Chinese possess, Al- 
though the West had develope 
from the standpoint of scientific 
medical practice, the hurry and 
bustle and high 

that prevail there make for weaken- 
‘ed bodies susceptible to disease in- 
fluence. Many of the principles of 
health considered necessary in the 
‘West are unknown in China, but the 
Chinese manage to get along and 
most of us live to a reasonably old 
age.

TO ARMED ROBBERS 


Chinese Philosophically Submit 
to Daily Toll of ‘Theft: 
‘The Footpad's Formula

Generally, the Chinese strict 
ly refrain from giving the slightest 
n of resistance, and they also 
ppear reluctant to report to the 
police, possibly fearing further 
trouble by way’ of revenge. Tk is 
moot question whether passive 
resistance is preferable to organize! 
oppos In the Intter case, it 
is certain that the casualty list would 
increase, with the prospect of dam- 
age being done to innocent people.

vs the League's Delegate in China, 


Dr. Greig’ Recommendations 


Early in January, 1924, Dr. 
Greig made a tour of investigation 
‘of ‘vefugee conditions, visiting, 
among other places, Peking, Shang: 
hai, Dairen, Mukden and’ Harbin. 
We had pleasure of welcoming him 
here about the middle of that month, 
when he spent neatly a week 
aking close survey of our local re- 
fugee situation, and we have been 
almost weekly contact with him 
sorrespondence ever since. Fol- 
ing on his tour Dr. Greig sent 
| most comprehensive report to 
Dr. Nansen. I have here before 
‘me copy of that document, and am. 
of opinion that had the recommenda 
tions therein set forth been carried 
out, the refugee problem, 0 far 
Jas it concerns China, would have 
beem satisfactorily solved. 

But unfortunately the Soviet 
Government, when approached by 
the League’ of Nations, could noc 
see its way clear to co-operate in 
the excellent repatriation scheme 
advocated by Dr. Greig. And his 
Suggestions, whereby refugees un- 
willing to ‘return to Russia could 
be sent to Cunada, the United 
States, Australia and other lands 
were "nullified by _ restrictions 
against Russian immigration which 
these countries have imposed since 
his Report was written. 

I may add that Dr. Greig has 
‘been largely instrumental in de- 
spatehing selected groups of Rus- 
sians to Canada from Manchuria 
during the past 12 months, and is

Mr. J, D. Cassels, K. C,, who brile 
iantly “defended Thorne, put his 
ease in the statement ‘that “the 
defence in this ease is that this was 
no murder and that Elsie Cameron 
died from shock in attempting to 
hang herself, and that the bruises 
she received just before death were 
cuused by falling, or in the act of 
being cut down from the point of 
suspension.” In a closely reasoned 
speech Mr, Cassels referred to Elsie 
Cameron's nervous condition and 
called medical evidence to prove that 
at times at least she had st 
tendencies, It also appears th 
‘when Miss Cameron's body was ex- 
hhumed last month the scientists 
took a portion of the skin from her 
neck. They contended that if there 
Was a rope mark, if there was crush- 
ing of the tissues beneath the skin 
of the neck, then one of the most 
‘wonderful scientific instruments, the 
microscope, would aid in its’ dis 
covery. 












































Verdict and Sentence 
Microscopical slides were accord- 
ingly made, and skilled observers 
‘wore called to assert that there wa: 
the coming out of blood fro 
the minute blood vessels which in 
their opinion indicated crushing oF 
something which was different from 
natural causes and that was 
quite consistent with the press- 
ure of a rope upon that| 
part of the neck. Dr. Bronte, 
Pathologist from the London Hospit- 
al, and other experts gave evidence 
in’ support of this contention. Still, 
‘the dismembering of the body real: 
ly was fatal to Thorne, and the 
jury were only absent for 28 
minutes, Thorne heard the verdict 
of guilty and sentence outwardly 
unmoved, But for the fact that 
when called upon to state any: 
reason why sentence of death should 
not be passed upon him he could 
not speak, he might well be de- 
seribed ax’ the most composed per- 
son in the court. Mr. Justice Finla 
who was passing his first deat 
sentence, was the most affected. 
‘With a voice quavering with emotion, 
he had but a few words to say.

‘Thorne, without a sizn, then turn-

his side to render assistance, walked 
quietly down the steps of the dock 
to the cells below.
